Where does the water go? 


New 


Down goes another garden cliche! At the Davis Exper- 
iment Station in California, recent studies show that 
cultivation soon after a rain or following irrigation 
may increase rather than decrease water loss from 
evaporation. 

In theory, cultivation is supposed to reduce water 
loss by preventing capillary action from bringing water 
to the surface. Capillary action, the station reports, 
removes very little moisture from the soil. Water is 
lost largely by transpiration through the leaves of 
plants growing in the soil. 


hope for nematode control 


A new chemical, VC-13 Nemacide, offers a new ap- 
proach to nematode control. Present nematode con- 
trols, and there are many excellent ones, can be used 
only on soil that is not being used to grow plants. 

This new control can be used when plants are grow- 
ing in the soil to be treated. Tests have been run on 
grass and a number of ornamental plants without 
injury to either. VC-13 Nemacide should be available 
during 1956. 


Girubs spread gladiolus disease 


You 
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Recent tests at Oregon State and the University of Illi- 
nois suggest that insects spread the bacterial scab that 
attacks gladiolus corms. 

When insecticides like aldrin, heptachlor, and lin- 
dane were used on the soil, the number of infected 
corms dropped. Apparently, white grubs, which eat 
the roots of the corms, open the way for infection. 

Best control of scab came from the use of aldrin 20 
percent granular, 5 grams per 10-foot row—and treat- 
ment of the corms with an experimental liquid mer- 
cury product not yet on the market. 

The best control, with materials available commer- 
cially, came from the use of aldrin, lindane, or hepta- 
chlor in the row, and dusting of the corms with Arasan. 


can still whip crabgrass 


Crabgrass shows its toughest face in the summer when 
better grasses are slowed down by the heat. To get it 
out of your lawn, you'll have to kill it before it goes 
to seed, or it will return in force next spring. 

Until this year, most crabgrass controls were based 
on potassium cyanate or phenyl mercuric acetate. This 
spring, several companies introduced a new crabgrass 
killer based on an entirely different chemical—di- 


sodium methyl arsonate. More on page 139

The big revolution 


Bocsine is fast becoming America’s most popular 
sport. To those who aren’t aware what is happening, it’s 
still mystifying to see a “‘yacht” zipping along behind an 
automobile on an Iowa highway, or a cruiser parked ina 
two-car garage in an inland suburb. 

Boating’s boom can be traced to several recent devel- 
opments that have made boating enthusiasts of land- 
locked suburbanites: 

(1) Lightweight, quiet, dependable, powerful out- 
board motors. 

(2) The shallow draft, wide, safe ‘‘family cruiser’ with 
2 berths, toilet, and compact galley. 

(3) Boat trailers with winches that enable one man to 
launch or load a 2,000-pound boat easily. 

(4) Low-cost, ready-to-assemble kit boats. 

The trailer makes it unnecessary to live near water or 
to pay yacht-club fees; the boat is kept in garage or car- 
port or under a tarpaulin. The outboard motor eliminates 
the need for a marine mechanic; it can be stored in ga- 
rage or basement. And the sleep-in boats offer a home- 
away-from-home for families on weekends as well as 
vacations. For that reason, families—the largest group of 
new converts—that have been bitten by the boating 
“bug” believe that an outboard cruiser pays for itself 
over a period of years. Since boats don’t go out of style 
readily and an outboard motor is easily overhauled, 
there is very little depreciation. 


A wide range of prices. A factory-built 18-foot family 
cruiser like the Hendersons’ (see photographs) sells for 
$1,094. Most banks are willing to finance outboard-boat 
and -motor purchases. Handymen can assemble an 18 
foot kit boat for less than $600. A 25-horse engine, about

One of the biggest factors in the boating boom is the discovery by 
families, such as the Hendersons, that this is a sport they can all en. 
joy together. Mass production of boats and improved outboard mo. 
tors have put cruisers within the reach of more middle-income families 


boat. Beginners often economize 
by renting mooring privileges, buy- 
ing a boat trailer the second year. 
A trailer for an 18-footer costs 
about $200. 

Many families start with a small- 
er investment—if they’re willing to 
rough it a little. A 14-foot kit boat 
capable of carrying 2 adults and 2 
small children on day cruises costs 
$159. A 15-horse motor to push 
this cabinless runabout costs $347. 


With or without cabin? A cab- 
in adds to the cost of a boat, even 
in build-it-yourself kit boats. One 
18-foot-cruiser kit costs $398. A 
cabin adds $144 to the price. 
Those who camp ashore or stop at 
motels get along without a cabin 
but use a convertible boat top on 
rainy days. The average family 
cabin cruiser under $2,000 has two 
bunks under the deck forward, and 
room for a child’s mattress be- 
tween. Some have toilets, some 
don’t. One manufacturer has a 21- 
footer with full standing headroom 
in the cabin and room for a small 
stove for $1,795, factory-built. 


Stripped or equipped? Some 
manufacturers quote prices for 
“stripped” hulls—as offering a car 
without radio, chrome trim, or 
even without a steering wheel in 
some cases. Other boat prices in- 
clude full equipment—anchor, 
lights, sink, and stove. Such extras 
as cushions cost $5 each; pressure 
gas can, $20; toilet, $90; converti- 
ble canvas top, $90.

is virtually nonexistent in out 
boards. However, to comply with 
the law in most areas, a fire ex 
tinguisher must be carried. 

Although light, outboard hulls 
are rugged, and any boat froma 
reputable builder is safe. Most out- 
board cruisers will stay afloat even 
if they fill with water. Metal boats 
have special “flotation” units that 
keep them from sinking. 


Speed and power are relative, 
How fast a boat will go depends on 
how much power it will take. Some, 
with twin 25-horse outboards, will 
skip along at 30 mph. On water, 
even 15 mph seems fast. A quick 
rule of thumb: A 15-horse engine 
will push a 15-foot hull about 20 
mph. Many owners today are Us 
ing two motors, for the added 
safety two separate units give, as 
well as for the extra speed and 
carrying capacity the extra motor 
gives a boat. 








Improved outboard motors, 
Some of today’s motors will bail 
the boat and generate electricity. 
Others have push-button starting, 
and some start with the turn ofa 
key on the dash panel. Also avail 
able: remote controls, gear shift 
ing, even power steering. Motors 
range from a little 114-horsepower 
trolling unit up to one that delivers 
over 40 horsepower. There is even 
a monster 75-horse outboard—but 
its use so far has been chiefly o@ 
commercial craft. ae 

Today’s motors have various 
muffler systems that make them 
quiet.

L won't be long now—many automotive engineers say 
five years—until you'll be able to buy a gas-turbine auto- 
mobile. You'll have a choice. The present piston engine 
will continue to be popular. While it would be as foolish 
to wait for the gas-turbine engine as it would have been 
for your grandparents to hold off buying a Model T until 
the V-8 engine appeared, the gas turbine is as surely the 
engine of the future as the self-starter was the successor 
to the hand crank. 

The turbocar will not be introduced prematurely, or 
with tricky promotional schemes, or with any misrepre- 
sentations. Our automakers have too. much at stake, in- 
cluding their reputations. The competitive picture is 
such, however, that when a major company thinks it can 
offer a sound engine at a reasonable price, then you will 
get your chance to drive a turbine automobile. Or an 
independent car manufacturer may force the market with 
a turbocar in an attempt to get ahead in sales. 

What will they look like? Your guess is as good as an- 
other. The designers will be able to give free rein to their 
creative ability. But one thing seems certain. Since no 
radiator is needed, the designers will give you a better 
view of the road, and of your front fenders as well. 

Already, one manufacturer has made an experimental 
turbine for passenger cars nearly as efficient at medium 
speeds as the conventional piston motor. Another has 
road-tested a gas-turbine heavy-duty truck for four years, 
and its performance record is impressive. Still another is 
conducting trial runs of a turbine passenger bus and a 
racing car. And one other manufacturer is deep in im-

turbine automobile engine. Auto- 
ma.ers are keeping a close eye on 
these new developments. 

Most important, the avenues of im- 
provement for the gas-turbine engine are 
many and very promising. New alloys, 
better-designed parts, the recap- 
ture of energy ordinarily lost 
through the exhaust, and several 
technical arrangements under test 
are paying big dividends in greater 
efficiency. For instance, a 1-percent 
efficiency increase of the turbine 
wheel steps up the over-all power 
output by several percentage points. 
The piston motor, by contrast, has 
been so refined and perfected that 
little room remains for significant 
advances. 


A gas turbine uses one of the 
oldest principles of power known to 
man. Under the hood of your new- 
type automobile will be a hurri- 
cane driving a windmill; basically 
that’s what a turbine is. A section 
called the gasifier provides the 
windstorm to drive the turbine. As 
you can see in the diagram, air is 
pulled in through a filter-silencer 
and compressed for the combustion 
chamber. A jet of flame, burning 
inexpensive fuels, changes this 
“squeezed” air into hot expanding 
gases which blow through two sets 
of turbine blades called “‘buckets,”’ 
first spinning a primary wheel re- 
sponsible for compressing air for 
the combustor and next turning the 
power turbine that gets your car 
moving. 

Certain advantages are obvious, 
however little you know about the 
innards of your present motor. 
There is no radiator to freeze or 
boil over, to spring leaks, or to add 
water weight to the car. Since few 
parts need oiling, the complex, 
sometimes troublesome lubrication 
system of your present automobile 
is simplified. No expensive car- 
buretor is required. A spark plug is 
used only during the start. Missing 
also are the water pump, fan, and 
distributor which rob your present

The key to a full-value vacation is to make arrangements 
ahead of time. Before you leave home, you should have your 
hotel reservations, tickets for television and radio shows, 
plus Broadway shows.

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Problem parent

Which are you? The writer has interviewed 


many teachers. Here’s how they classify parents who 


make teaching a tough job or a pleasant one 


By Jo Anne Latta 


i; way you hit it off with his teacher has 
much to do with how your child will get along in 
school, particularly in the first grades. If you 
don’t like and respect his teacher, your child 
probably won’t care for her, either. And if a 
teacher considers you a “‘problem parent,” she'll 
have difficulty being fair and impartial toward 
your child. 

I’ve talked to teachers in both public and pri- 
vate schools, asking them what traits in parents 
sometimes complicate their jobs and what par- 
ental qualities earn their respect. 

Without exception, the teachers emphasized 
that most parents are cooperative and easy to 
get along with. Problem parents are in the mi- 
nority. Often, the parent who tries a teacher’s 
patience simply does not understand the dif- 
ficulties faced by today’s educators. 

“Every year, you encounter a few parents who 
really make you wonder whether it’s worth it or 
not,” a young teacher told me. “But for every 
one of those, there are 20 other parents who 
rarely create trouble, and, of course, there are 
the few extra-nice ones who make you want to 
go on teaching the rest of your life.” 

Her sentiments were echoed by most of the 
other teachers. The great majority of parents are 
somewhere in between “‘problem”’ and ‘‘pet.”’ 


Belittling the teacher 


The teachers agreed that the practice of dis- 
cussing them at home in a derogatory manner is 
the most irritating of all problems. 

“I nearly burst into tears the first time a 6- 
year-old told me, ‘I help pay your salary, so I 
don’t have to take orders from you. Teachers 
don’t know nothing today!’,”” a young public- 
school teacher revealed. “Of course, I learned 
quickly enough that he was just repeating senti- 
ments he had heard expressed at home.” 

Another teacher elatedly told her class about 
the South American trip she and her husband 
were planning, their first real vacation in 20 
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years. Most of the students were enthusiastic 
and promptly requested souvenirs. 

The wonderful vacation was the main subject 
of conversation for weeks for everyone except 
one little girl. Finally, on the last day of school, 
as though she could contain herself no longer, 
she announced, ‘‘Mama says you must be ter- 
ribly overpaid if you can afford a trip to South 
America. My daddy makes a lot of money, but 
we can’t ever take a trip like that.” 

How much more sensible and better for all 
concerned was the attitude of another mother 
who, when bringing her daughter Judy to school 
for the first time, introduced herself to the teach- 
er, then turned to Judy. “‘Dear, this is Miss 
Frank,” she explained. “‘I want you to listen to 
her and always do as she tells you, just like you 
obey me at home.” 

This mother’s attitude has paid off, and today 
Judy is one of the best students in her class. 

“If parents have a criticism of my work, I like 
to hear about it,’’ a new teacher told me. ““They 
may be right. I know I have a lot to learn. But, 
certainly, nothing’s accomplished when they run 
me down behind my back. It’s especially unfair 
when I[ haven’t even met them.” 


No peace at home 


Another type of problem parent high on all 
teachers’ black lists is the one who sends her child 
to school emotionally upset and confused. 

Usually, Bobby Thomas was a better-than-av- 
erage student. But on certain days, his teacher 
noticed that he seemed unable to concentrate. 
He frequently picked fights with other students 
during recess and lunch hour. 

When questioned, Bobby’s mother could not 
explain his up-and-down behavior. Only when 
Bobby’s aunt stopped to talk to Miss Wright after 
a P.T.A. meeting was the mystery finally solved. 

Although they loved each other, Bobby’s par- 
ents were both short-tempered. Some mornings, 
they got up mad at the world and began break- 
fast with a bitter quarrel. It was no coincidence 
that Bobby’s ‘‘bad” days coincided with the 
morning quarrels. 

“IT knew I was sticking my neck out,” Miss 
Wright told me. ‘“‘But I liked [ Turn to page 142

Problem: Front porch is 
no boost to space in house 
and looks tacked on. Living 


room has one small window 





and is too heavily shaded 





Solation: New lines can make a new house! Roof now sweeps down 
to enclose part of the old porch and a new recreation room. While ap. 
pearance of house is greatly improved, so is livability. Note sheltered 
entrance path beneath overhang of new roof.

pair of walking shoes an asset.) 
Along the route, on your left at 
42nd Street, you’ll see the New 
York Public Library, the second 
largest in the country. 

Six blocks above the library, 
you'll find Rockefeller Center (48th 
to 51st streets between Fifth and 
Sixth avenues), a city within itself, 
with shops of every description, 
restaurants, a hospital, and even a 
post office. In the R.C.A. Building, 
the tallest in the Center, you’ll see 
the famous Sert murals on the 
ceilings and walls. A tour of the 
Center leaves from this building 
($1.40 per person). Afterward, 


join the other onlookers in Rocke- 


feller Plaza, which is an ice-skating 
rink in winter, spring, and fall, and 
in summer is an outdoor cafe. 

Directly across Fifth Avenue 
from Rockefeller Center is St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, a striking ex- 
ample of Gothic architecture. New 
York has approximately 3,000 
churches of every denomination. 

In the afternoon, continue your 
walk up Fifth Avenue past some of 
its exclusive stores. You can walk 
through Central Park or along 
Fifth Avenue to the zoo at 63rd 
Street; return by way of Madison 
Avenue with its art galleries and 
smart shops. 

You’ll be ready for dinner after 
this day of touring, and New York 
has a wonderful selection of dining 
spots. To ensure staying within 
your budget, check the bill of fare 
which most restaurants post near 
the entrance. 

If the evening brings with it the 
problem of baby sitters, either your 
hotel or the Classified Telephone 
Directory will lead you to a relia- 
ble sitter service. (Sitters generally 
get $1 an hour.) 

For evening entertainment, you 
can check the local papers for list- 
ings of movies, concerts, plays, or 
night baseball (Yankees, Giants, or 
Dodgers) and other athletic events. 


Second day 


After breakfast, phone The New 
York News (220 East 42nd Street) 
or The New York Times (229 West 
43rd Street) to check the time of 
tours through their plants. Also 
call the Cunard Line or the United 
States Lines (see a newspaper for 
listings of ships in port) to arrange 
to go aboard an ocean liner. 

You can take a 42nd Street cross- 
town bus to the Hudson River. On 
your walk north to Pier 90 (50th 
Street), take a close look at the 
loading operations of the nation’s 
No. 1 port. 

Pier 90 is the berth for the Queen 
Elizabeth and Queen Mary, plus 
others. You can board these ves- 
sels—at certain times—for 50 cents 
a person. 

After the tour, take the 50th 
Street cross-town bus (just across 
from the dock) to Fifth Avenue. 
The Museum of Modern Art (60 
cents per person) is three blocks 
north on 53rd Street between Sixth 
and Fifth avenues. 

Culturally, there is enough in 
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New York to keep you busy for 
weeks. The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art (Fifth Avenue between 80th 
and 84th streets) has exhibits coy. 
ering 5,000 years of art. At the 
American Museum of Natural 
History (77th Street and Columbus 
Avenue), you can trace the history 
of man through eons of time. There 
are many museums specializing in 
different fields: The Cloisters at 
Fort Tryon Park (No. 4 uptown 
Fifth Avenue bus), where there are 
exhibits of medieval tapestries and 
art; the Hispanic Society, a muse- 
um of Spanish art; the Museum of 
French Art; the Museum of the 
American Indian; the Museum of 
the City of New York and the New 
York Historical Society; the Muse- 
um of Science and Industry; the 
Frick Museum; Jumel Mansion, 
built in 1765, the headquarters of 
General Washington in 1776, and 
now a museum of colonial culture; 
the Whitney Museum of American 
Art; plus thousands of private and 
semiprivate galleries. 

After your visit to the museum, 
enjoy a musical evening. You can 
attend the open-air pop concerts 
summer evenings in Central Park 
(admission free), concerts at Car- 
negie Hall, Steinway Hall, or, if 
your taste runs to it, a jazz session 
at Central Plaza Hall (check the 
newspaper for performances). 


Third day 


The United Nations deserves an 
entire morning. The UN buildings, 
from 42nd to 48th streets between 
First Avenue and the East River, 
occupy an 18-acre tract. The tours 
at the UN ($1 per person) area 
“must,” and they leave regularly 
between the hours of 9:30 a.m. and 
4:45 p.m. daily. 

Afterward, you can lunch in the 
glass-enclosed delegates’ dining 
room overlooking the East River. 

After your tour of the United 
Nations, walk west one block and 
take Second Avenue bus downtown 
to Canal. Street, then walk along 
the Bowery to Chinatown. Here— 
on Mott, Pell, and Doyer streets— 
you'll see how New York is also a 
little UN. Actually, there are more 
native-born Italians living in New 
York than in Venice, more Irish- 
men than in Dublin, more Jews 
than in Israel. 


Walking west from Chinatown, 
the singsong of Chinese changes to” 
the colorful language of Italian as 


you come to Mulberry Street and 
“Little Italy.”? Dinner in one of the 
fine restaurants in this neighbor 
hood—or in Chinatown—will bea 
rich experience for the family. 

After your “trip abroad,” take 
the Broadway uptown bus (walk 
west three blocks from Mulberry 
Street) rather than the subway. It’s 
a much longer trip, but you'll be 
amazed as the scenery changes— 
from commercial sections to tent 
ment districts, and then, like an 
oasis, a block or two of elegant 
apartment houses. 

As the bus approaches Times 
Square—42nd to 48th streets west

Taking the three-hour boat 
cruise around Manhattan is a re- 
laxing and entertaining way to 
view the island. Circle Line Sight- 
seeing Yachts leave from the foot of 
West 43rd Street, Day Line Boats 
from West 41st Street, and the 
Harbor Queen from Battery Park 
($2.50 adults, children half fare). 
From mid-July to September, boats 
leave almost hourly; in spring and 
fall, there are three or four sailings 
a day. It’s best to check by phone. 

The tour boats travel counter- 
clockwise around Manhattan: 
down the Hudson, around the tip 
of Manhattan, up the East River 
| (not really a river but an arm of 

the nearby sea), through the U. S. 
Ship Canal, into the Harlem River 
and Spuyten Duyvil Creek, thence 
to the Hudson, and finally back to 
the pier. 

During the trip, the boat steams 
past Ellis Island, until recently the 
processing center for immigrants, 
and moves close by the Statue of 
Liberty. In the East River, the 
cruise ship glides beneath the 
Brooklyn Bridge, acclaimed the 





eighth wonder of the world after its 
opening in 1883. At one point, you 
can look up Wall Street with dig- 
nified Trinity Church marking its 
western end. On your right will be 
the New York Naval Shipyard (in 
Brooklyn) with the world’s largest 
dry dock. 

From the East River, you'll see 
the Chrysler Tower and the New 
York Central Building dominating 
the skyline. The most impressive 
sight is the UN Secretariat Build- 
ing with its glass facade reflecting 
patterns of light and shadow. Far- 
ther along, you’ll see the million- 
aires’ homes on Beekman Hill and 
Sutton Place; in the distance the 
Whitestone Bridge, fourth largest 
suspension bridge. While passing 
through the waters that separate 
the Bronx from Manhattan, you 
can glimpse the Polo Grounds— 
home of the New York Giants— 
and Yankee Stadium. 

On the last leg of the trip, the 
boat goes under George Washing- 
ton Bridge, the world’s second 
largest suspension structure. You 
will see the Palisades of New Jersey 
on your right; on your left is the 
West Side Highway, part of the 
city-encircling turnpike system, 
The Cloisters at Fort Tryon Park, 
and then the great apartment 
houses fronting Riverside Drive. 

After the tour, you can take the 
cross-town bus again to Seventh 
Avenue, then take the IRT- 
Seventh Avenue subway down- 
town to Wall Street. This is the 
lower tip of Manhattan, site of the 
original Dutch settlement. The 





tangle of narrow, crooked streets— 
now closely bordered by skyscrap- 
ers which create a canyon effect— 
were once the paths and cart tracks 
used by the first settlers. Wall 
Street is the financial heart of 
America. And at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank on nearby Liberty 
Street, you can arrange to see the 
money-handling operations and 
look at millions in their gold vaults. 
You can walk down Broad Street, 
past the Subtreasury Building 
where George Washington took his 
oath of office, and then turn on 
Wall Street to the New York Stock 
Exchange and its Visitors’ Gallery. 
Then, continue to the Chase Na- 
tional Bank Museum of Monies 
and on past Fraunces Tavern, 
built in 1719. (It was in an upstairs 
room of the tavern that General 
Washington bade good-bye to his 
officers on December 4, 1783.) 

Across Battery Park (follow 
Broadway to the Customs House) 
is the Statue of Liberty ferry to 
Bedloe’s Island. The boats leave 
every hour on the hour (adults 74 
cents, children 35 cents). 

After dinner, you can travel up- 
town again (IRT-Seventh Avenue 
subway to 50th Street) to the 
Radio City Music Hall (Sixth 
Avenue and 50th Street), the larg- 
est theater in the country. Prices 
here are 95 cents until noon, $1.20 
until 6 p.m., and $1.60 thereafter. 
You can purchase reserved seats in 
advance at slightly higher prices. 

The Music Hall, in addition to 
first-run motion pictures, features 
the precision dancing of the Rock- 





ettes, the Corps de Ballet in spec- 
tacular productions, a Choral En- 
semble, and a 55-piece orchestra. 


Fifth day 


In the morning, take the Fifth 
Avenue bus to Washington Square. 
This area is a gracious relic of a 
fading past. Stately mansions face 
the square from the north; colleges 
of New York University now take 
up the east and south sides; ex- 
clusive apartments line the west 
side. Greenwich Village, art colony 
and habitat of the rapidly dimin- 
ishing groups of Bohemians who 
made the village famous, is to the 
west and south of the square. 

You can take the Eighth Avenue 
bus uptown from the village, 
through the teeming garment dis- 
trict where 70 percent of all wom- 
en’s apparel in this country is pro- 
cessed, past the new Port Authority 
Bus Terminal on 40th Street, and 
up through the legitimate theater 
district to Columbus Circle, where 
the New York Coliseum is under 
construction. From Columbus Cir- 
cle, the bus continues along Cen- 
tral Park west. At 81st Street, you 
can visit the Museum of Natural 
History or the Hayden Planetari- 
um. At the planetarium, there are 
three showings daily (65 cents), 
where the drama of the heavens is 
unfolded on an artificial sky. 

Your vacation in New York has 
neither been too “fast’”’ nor too ex- 
pensive. And chances are, when 
you return for your next visit, you 
will be able to fill the time with 
entirely new sights and events.

as easily in bitter cold as in pleasant 
weather. Nor will it fail to start 
after a long, hard drive, as a piston 
motor sometimes does when it be- 
comes overheated. 

As in automobiles with an auto- 
matic drive, there is no clutch, 
merely a lever reading Drive, Low, 
and Reverse. Give the turbine a 
few seconds to reach ‘“‘light off” 
speed, put the lever in Drive, re- 
lease the parking brake, and step 
on the accelerator. Anyone who 
prefers a jack-rabbit start or likes to 
hear the screech of rubber on pave- 
ment is in for a disappointment. 
Your turbine car won’t jump for- 
ward. It can’t burn the tread off 
your tires. Starting slowly, it picks 
up speed evenly without any shock 
or jerk. In several seconds, you'll 
be out in front of the piston-motor 
cars, wondering how you got there 
so fast and so smoothly. 

The reason is simple. In our 
present cars, we have to shift gears, 
or have an automatic device do it 
for us, in order to translate motor 
energy into effective twisting action 
on the wheels. The twisting force is 
known as torque. With a gas tur- 
bine, without gear shifting, you get 


near-maximum torque at all stages 
of acceleration after the start—and 
therefore have no jerking from 
sudden alterations of speed. 

This desirable trait places less 
strain on the driver, especially un- 
der heavy traffic conditions. One 
drawback to city driving, however, 
is the turbine’s tendency to creep 
while maneuvering into a tight 
parking space, requiring watchful 
braking on your part. Another, 
more serious, is the heavy con 
sumption of fuel at low speeds. But 
fuel consumption has been cut in 
half since the war, and in all prob- 
ability will be halved again very 
shortly.

ciently even at high elevations. You 
can expect top performance from 
your turbine under all weather 
conditions except the cruelly hot 
days of midsummer, which will 
lower its power potential. Not to an 
alarming degree, however. 

A steep descent need give you no 
fears, either—even if your brakes 
give way. Just shift into reverse, 
and the car will quickly slow down 
to a stop. Under ordinary circum- 
stances, though, the free-wheeling 
characteristics of the turbine means 
there is no engine drag to supple- 
ment the braking system. This 
creates a problem that is being 
worked on. Two of the many 
methods under test have proved to 
be effective and economical. 


A: advanced speeds, the turbine 
will have a high-frequency hum 
audible to nearby pedestrians, but 
you will not hear it inside the car. 
A solid gain to your comfort and 
your safety is the exhaust, which 
doesn’t smell, gives off very little 
smoke, and contains no harmful 
vapors. You can’t fail to notice the 
difference when you drive through 
a mountain tunnel or underwater 
tube. Due to the large volume of 
air used in combustion, no treach- 
erous carbon monoxide is_pro- 
duced. Warm air from the com- 
pressor can even be safely employed 
for heating the car. 

Possessing such outstanding fea- 
tures, you must wonder why the 
gas-turbine engine has been so 
long developing. Not until the air- 
craft industry during World War 
II forged new alloys resistant to 
high temperatures and designed 
more-efficient power wheels was a 
gas turbine for automobiles feasi- 
ble. Only since the war have en- 
ginemakers here and in Europe be- 
gun major research efforts to make 
a practical auto turbine. 

In that short time, they have 
been so successful that you and I 
can discuss not whether but when we 
will own our first turbocar. As one 
Detroit official puts it: “In five 
years, these researchers advanced 
over as much ground as it took 50 
years to cover in the case of the 
piston engine.” 


‘The major problem still is to in- 
crease the efficiency of the simple 
gas turbine, an efficiency only half 
that of the piston motor. Depend- 
ing on load conditions, the simple 
turbine consumes two to three 
times as much fuel as your present 
buggy. This is offset somewhat by 
the lower cost of turbine fuels. 
Don’t count on cheaper prices be- 
ing a pocketbook saving for long, 
however. As the demand for low- 
grade fuel grows, additional taxes 
will drive the price nearer to where 
the high octane now sells. 
Important advantages are de- 
rived from the types of fuel con- 


sumed, though. Stringent gas ra- . 


tioning can be avoided during a 
national emergency if the turbocar 
is in wide use. Furnace oils and 
other heavy fuels will move the 
family car to work and back again, 
freeing the jet fuels and the highly 

refined gasolines for the military. 
Just as important is a safety fac- 
tor. Low-grade turbine fuels do not 
explode or burn easily, thus wiping

Statistics show that most cases 
are reported in the first three 
months of the year. It’s the mating 
season and dogs run in packs. 


Can a dog be tested for rabies? 

There is no test for the living an- 
imal. The procedure is to isolate 
the animal. If the dog remains well, 
there is no rabies present. 


Is it harmful for a dog or cat to 
receive vaccine? 

Year by year, the vaccine be- 
comes more effective and less toxic. 
Reactions are so rare that it is not 
considered harmful. 


If rabies vaccine is so effective, 
why do the health departments de- 
mand that a _ vaccinated dog be 
isolated and observed after it has 
bitten someone? 

They reason that a human life is 
at stake and no sacrifice is too great 
to protect it. There is always that 
remote chance that the dog did not 
develop immunity from the vac- 
cine or that for some reason there 
was an error in calculating the 
dog’s vaccination record.

In prerelease tests, this chemical gave quick, dra- 
matic control of crabgrass. Now that disodium methyl 
arsonate has been used over a much wider area, new 
facts on it have come to light. 

In tests this last spring, it did not injure St. Augus- 
tine, Tiffawn, or Bermuda. But it did injure young 
ryegrass, widely used as a winter lawn in the South. 
Apparently, new seedlings of permanent grasses are 
affected much like annual grasses and crabgrass, so 
spraying should be delayed until after new lawns have 
been mowed twice. 

How fast does disodium methyl arsonate kill? Tests 
last summer, which was unusually hot, indicated that 
it was dramatically quick. But this year’s tests show 
that it acts slowly under more normal weather. Com- 
plete kill of crabgrass may not take place for 10 days. 

Although kill is slow, the chemical does not remain 
active in the soil. Seeds of permanent grasses sown only 
four days after treatment germinate normally. 

Disodium methyl arsonate was first introduced un- 
der the name “‘sodar,” but is now identified by other 
brand names. It’s easy to get the chemical you want— 
just check the ingredients on the label. But if you have 
crabgrass, be sure to get after it before the grass goes 
to seed. 


, Water, spray, and irradiate 


Radioactive chemicals are not too far away from your 
own home garden. Scientists at Michigan State Col- 
lege have succeeded in preserving potatoes with radio- 
active materials so that they may be stored without 
sprouting for over a year. 

For the time being, however, you'll find that the old 
stand-by, maleic hydrazide, will do the same thing for 
you. Sprayed on plants two weeks before harvest, it 
keeps the tubers from sprouting or rotting from nine 
months to a year. 


A farewell to ground ivy 


Ground ivy (Nepeta hederacea) has been one of the 
toughest of all weeds to kill. Found in shady areas, 
this familiar pest has scalloped leaves and spikes of 
purplish-blue flowers. 

When it is growing rampant on an average-size 
lawn, it can be killed with a mixture of 2,4-D with 
2,4,5,-T, plus potassium cyanate. 

However, in experimenting with larger areas where 
a cheaper spray is needed, I have found that a com- 
mercial 2,4-D and 2,4,5,-T mixture diluted with kero- 
sene, instead of water, kills this pest even faster. This 
mixture will kill permanent grasses, and should not 
be used where these are worth saving. 


Insecticide powers vary with soil 


The texture of the soil to which you apply insecticides 
is important in controlling root insects. 

University of Connecticut scientists have found, for 
instance, that chemicals like lindane, chlordane, and 
heptachlor have little value on sand where almost 
none is retained. , 

Clays, however, not only retain more of the chemi- 
cals, but keep them active for a much longer time. In 
using insecticides, therefore, you must consider the soil 
being treated. In general, the lighter the soil, the more 
insecticide will be needed.

Bobby. I visited his parents and 
told them just what their quarrel- 
ing was doing to him. Fortunately, 
they agreed with me.” 

Now, though both are still high- 
strung people, they confine their 
quarreling to times when they are 
alone. Bobby’s improvement at 
school is a direct result. 

Equally bad for a child, most 
teachers agree, is the practice in 
some homes of solving all behavior 
problems either in the morning or 
just before bedtime. In either case, 
if Junior comes to class before he 
and Mother and Daddy have had 
an opportunity to “kiss and make 
up,” chances are he shows up still 
worried. 

‘The parent who sends his child 
to school emotionally upset does 
him a great injustice,”” Dr. Alice 
V. Keliher of New York Univer- 
sity’s Department of Education ex- 
plained to me. “Many parents 
don’t realize how frightening a 
family dispute can be to a small 
child. Frequently, it’s enough to 
upset him for the day and affect his 
schoolwork by a large measure.” 
Watch his health and stamina 

In this day and age, we hardly 
expect to find parents ignorant of 
a young child’s basic health needs. 
Yet, they are not as rare as you 
might believe, according to the 
teachers I spoke to. Some parents 
consistently let a small child stay 
up late to watch TV or whenever 
they entertain. Asa result, he shows 
up at school the next day so sleepy 
he has difficulty staying awake. 
Others will send their child to 
school without breakfast if he gets 
up late. 

“The parent every teacher loves 
is one who thoroughly knows the 
health requirements of her child,” 
a teacher of 20 years’ experience 
told me. “‘She adjusts his schedule 
to fit his particular behavior. For 
instance, if Billy is slow getting 
ready for bed, she starts him on his 
way sooner—or if she has trouble 
awakening him or he has a tend- 
ency to dawdle over his food, she 
gets him up a little earlier rather 
than let him be late for school.” 

Some parents make a practice of 
sending a child to school with con- 
tagious illnesses—bad colds, even 
chicken pox or the measles. This is 
not only irritating, but sometimes 
dangerous to the child as well as to 
the whole class. 

Doctor Keliher thinks this is 
more often caused by an overem- 
phasis on attendance than by lack 
of consideration. “‘Most schools 
still record attendance on a child’s 
report card,” she said. “Yet, just 
because he’s forced to school and 
not put to bed, the child may later 
have to spend more time out than 
the day or two he would have lost 
originally.”

out fire hazard in a traffic mishap. 

The answer to high fuel con- 
sumption is not cheaper prices but 
greater turbine efficiency. One 
promising method of doing this is 
by saving some of the heat usually 
thrown away in the exhaust. In 
contrast to the piston motor which 
dissipates its unused energy through 
the cooling system, the exhaust, by 
engine radiation, and in other 
ways, the gas turbine expels most 
of its lost energy through the ex- 
haust. Since heat is centered in one 
place, it can be caught and utilized 
again by a heat exchanger, called a 
rezenerator. 


Unit the spring of 1954, all ef- 
fective regenerators were too bulky 
to be practical for an automobile. 
Now there is one that can be fitted 
into a standard passenger car and 
that raises the turbine efficiency to 
a competitive position with the 
conventional motor. How it’s done 
is a closely guarded trade secret, of 
course. But in these days of rapid 
technical progress, we can expect 
the automakers and auto-part 
manufacturers, who are speeding 
up their research on turbine im- 
provements, to come up with the 
right solutions to present problems 
by the end of 1957 

Take the matter of engine drag 
to reduce speed while coasting. By 
fixing the drive shaft so it will auto- 
matically couple with the com- 
pressor shaft when the foot is taken 
off the accelerator, not a compli- 
cated engineering problem, the 
moving car can be slowed by mak- 
ing it do the work of pumping air 
into the combustion chamber. An 
electrical brake on the drive shaft 
(which generates electricity when 
the accelerator is released) has also 
proved effective in one of the 
European gas-turbine cars. Eng- 
lish, French, and Italian developers 
are working on advanced ideas. 


A problem needing attention is 
the cooling of the turbine buckets, 
which must stand up under tem- 
peratures varying from atmos- 
pheric to 1,600 degrees without 
changing size. New materials and 
new designs are helping. Manu- 
facturing costs are still high, though. 
Don’t flinch, but if you could buy a 
gas-turbine automobile engine in 
the market today, the asking price 
would be $6,000 as compared to 
the $500 you pay for the piston 
motor. Once the bugs have been 
eliminated and large-scale produc- 
tion is in order, the auto industry 
will have little difficulty in cutting 
turbine costs to a fraction of the 
present figure and in time to less 
than what the piston engine costs. 

When that day comes, you will 


be able to replace the worn parts of 


your turbine (which will be few 
and easily accessible) quickly and 
inexpensively and have an engine 
as good as new. In fact, a replace- 
ment “turbo power” package can 
be installed in 20 minutes. With 
only four or five critical areas, 
trouble-shooting is simplified, too. 
But, don’t wait for the gas tur- 
bine before getting a new car.

necessary—or even for important 
family events. They agree that the 
first- or second-grader will not 
usually miss so much work in a 
single day that he can’t easily make 
it up, and if he is counted in on im- 
portant occasions, he gains much 
in family feeling and security that 
will stay with him all his life. 

“If a parent will only call me 
when her child is going to be ab- 
sent, I can easily tell her whether 
he is missing important work and 
whether he should make it up at 
home,” ene teacher suggested. 

Reluctance to let go 

At the other extreme are the 
parents who keep children out of 
school on any pretext. First-grader 
Susan had such a mother. Hardly 
a week went by when she wasn’t 
kept out of school for some “‘ill- 
ness.’’ In one term, she missed 20 
days as a result, according to her 
mother’s written excuses, of colds, 
an upset stomach, and headaches. 

Susan’s mother and others like 
her are emotionally dependent 
parents who have trouble cutting 
“the cord,’ in Doctor Keliher’s 
opinion. 

“Strange as it seems, a mother 
may feel that her child is in the po- 
sition of deserter, or is about to 
transfer his love to his teacher. In 
an unhealthy way, this colors her 
attitude,” she explained. “On the 
contrary, a mother should realize 
that the more her child loves his 
teacher, the more love he will be 
capable of giving to everyone.” 


Hard-to-put-on wraps 


Anyone who has witnessed the 
end of a school day, when 30 or 
more children gather around the 
teacher for help with coats, hats, 
and boots, can easily see how inap- 
propriate clothing can tax a teach- 
er’s patience. In the first grades, 
most children need some help 
dressing and undressing. If they 
come bundled up with extra 
sweaters and hard-to-put-on rub- 
bers, teacher’s job is doubly hard. 

Unmarked clothing presents an- 
other problem. Authorities on chil- 
dren say that the possession in- 
stinct is particularly acute at the 
age the average child starts to 
school. Loss of a mitten or a hat 
can prove to be a major catastrophe 
in the life of a young student. 

“In winter, it usually takes me 
nearly half an hour to get everyone 
started on his way home,” one 
teacher told me. “Some parents 
can’t see that there is a difference 
between dressing a child adequate- 
ly and just bundling him up ina 
lot of clothes.” 

The parent who marks her child’s 
clothing and sees to it that he and 
the teacher aren’t burdened with 
excessive, difficult-to-put-on cloth- 
ing is a gem in the eyes of every 
teacher I consulted. 

Dropping in for a minute 

Most teachers welcome a visit 
from parents—but by appointment 
only, please. Parents who drop in 
and ask to see teacher for “‘just a

moment” can be an irritant in the 
life of the conscientious teacher. 
The moment invariably turns 
into 15 minutes, during which time 
the class is left unattended. 
“Anyone who knows how active 
young children are can appreciate 
what an impossible situation this 
is.’ one teacher said. “Yet, when a 
parent asks for “just a moment, 
we either have to risk offending her 
by saving no, or else we have to 
leave the class unsupervised.” 


Respect important 
school events 

Visiting Day is an event with 
much room for improvement, most 
teachers agree. Set up originally to 
give parents a glimpse of a typical 
class, the Visiting Day I attended 
at a Long Island school was more 
confusing than instructive. 

Chairs for parents had been set 
up in the back of the room. Smaller 
stools. a sandbox, and several toys 
had been reserved for younger 
brothers and sisters. 

Although most parents arrived 
on time, several came late. Reci- 
tations were interrupted again and 
again, as children greeted their 
tardy mothers and younger broth- 
ers and sisters. 

Eventually, all arrived. But now 
class singing was almost drowned 
out by a loud fight between two 
very young visitors. Another ad- 
yenturesome boy chose this time 
to escape his mother and led her a 
merry chase down the aisles. 

About the time he was captured, 
the sandbox crowd began to grow 
restless and let their mothers know 
it in no uncertain terms. A few em- 
barrassed parents tried to sneak 
out, much to the chagrin of their 
performing children. One ran sob- 
bing after her departing mother. 

“Thank heavens, it happens on- 
ly twice a year,’ my friend, the 
teacher, said, sinking wearily into 
her chair. ‘Visiting Days don’t 
have to be this hectic.”’ she sighed. 
“If only parents would arrive on 
time, it would cut the confusion in 
half. Then, if those who can afford 
sitters would leave the younger 
children at home, the day could be 
a very pleasant occasion. 

“I know some mothers can’t af- 
ford sitters, and we'd rather have 
them bring along the younger ones 
than not come at all,” she contin- 
ued. “But what irks me are the 
mothers who can afford help any 
time they want to spend a day 
shopping in town but won’t hire it 
for an important occasion like this. 
It’s unfair to the kids in class to 
have all these interruptions when 
they’re so eager to perform well.” 


Pushing child ahead 
Perhaps the problem parent 
most difficult for teachers to cope 
with is the overanxious mother or 
father. 

“Some parents want their chil- 
dren to be regular little geniuses, 
so they try to push them ahead by 
teaching them advance work at 
home,” a private-school teacher 
explained. “Often this hurts the 
child, because teaching methods
